By the Emperour and King, ; 

EING informed that the contagious Diftem- 
which at this Time afflicts the City of 
Marfeilles, and the Places there. bouts, in- 
creafes more and more, and b<ing willing 
to take all poffible Precautions to iecurs our Low- 
Counrries from that ee we have, (by Ad- 
vice of thofe of our Council of State, and of our 
moft dear and moft beloved Coufin Hercule Jo- 
feph Louis Turinetti, Marguels de Prié, Grandce 
of Spain, Knight of the Order of the Annonciada, 
our Councellour of State, sod our Plenipotentiary 
Minifter for the Governmcot of our Low-Coun- 
tries,) prohibited and forbid, and we do prohibit 
and forbid Entrance at the Ports and Havens of cur 
Countries, to all Ships and indiftinGiy, 
of what Nation foever ; and alfo to thofe belong- 
ing to our Subjeéts, as well of the aferefsid Low- 
Countries, as of all othere under our Dominion, 
Joaden er not loaden, coming from the Ports of 
France in the Mediterranean. 

And to the End there be no Miftake, we order 
the Mafters of Boats placed at the Entrance of the 
faid Ports and Havens, that as foon ae any Ship, 
Veffel, or any Sail, fhall appear in Sight, to go 
out to meet the [aid Veffcl, Sap, or Boat, and to 
windward, if poffible, and enquire from whence

And as for all kinds of Goods and Merchandize 
liable to Infe@tion, they fhall not be imported ca 
thefe Countries. 

Whofoever fhall difembark, or enter our Ports, 
or on the Coaft, without exprefs Leave in Writin 
by the Governours and Magiftrates, as likewsfe 
thofe who fhall go in Boats to hold En:ercourfs 
with Perfonson board, enter the Ships, receive and 
convey to Shore any Perfon,whether Officers, Pilots, 
any of the Ships Crew, or Paffengers belonging to 
the faid Ships, or any Effects, to any Place whatfo- 
ever,w ithout having a Licence for the fame, fhall be 
punifhed with Death, and their Ships confifcated. 

We order all our Governours and Commanders 
of Places, Ports, and Havens, as likewife thofe of 
the chief Cuftom-Houfe in Bruges, thofe of out 
City and Caftleward of Furnes, and all others 
whom it may concern, to continue to appoint 
Guards, in order to watch diligently, that no Boat 
or Bark belonging to the Ships or Veffels, of what 
Nation foever, which fhall (top on out Coafts, fhall 
land any Perfon, or unlade any Goods or Merchan- 
dize whatfoever. We charge them to oblige them 
to bear off, and to fire uponthem in cafe of Refif. 
tance. We require our dear and well beloved, thofe 
of our Council in Flanders, to caufe forthwith to be 
publifhed and made known this our Ordinance, 
there, and in fuch Places as fhall be convenient, and 
in the ufual Form and Manner, to the End that no 
Perfon may pretend Ignorance, or any Want of In- 
formation. We pive exprefs Orders to our Fifcal, 
Councellours, ane to all others whomfoever it ma 
concern, to take efpecial Care that this our Ordi- 
obeexa@lly and pun@ually ebferved in all_ its
